- COURT OF KING’: BENCH,

‘s THE KING UV JOHNSON. 

This profecution was brought by an information filed 
ex officio, by the Attorney-General, againft the deféndant, 
a bookfeller, in St Paul’s Church-yard, for publifhing 
Mr Wakéfield’s réply’ to the Bifhop of Landaff. 

The Arrorney-Gengrat in opening the cafe, ad- 
mitted: that it was the indobitable right of the fubjects 
of this free «outitry, to difcufs all political topics that 
might occur in a decent, temperate, and liberal manner. 
The prefent publication, however, fo far from, being of 
that defcription, was highly calumnious againft every 
department of the ‘Britifh Government. ‘The pamphlet 
of whieh this, was'an anfwer, treated of the finances of 


the country, ,the policy.of perfevering in the wart, aod 
fome remia es upob une itate of Treland. wir Wakefield 


was certainly free to difcufs thefe points with him, had 
he done fo itf a‘manner not to give offence ; but, on the 
contrary, befides the molt fevere animadverfions on our 
public e{tablifhmentsy he reprefented this Government 
as One Which wasoot-werth contending for in cafe of 
an invalién—that avy change which might take place 
could not be injurious to the people, and inveighed in 
the ftrongeft terms againft all our civil and ecclefialtical 
inftitutions.. .As:long.as thofe inititutions deferved to 
be preferred,, it would be the’province of Courts of Ju- 
fice to" protest them™ again attacks which {trick at 
their very vitals. “He concluded with reading feveral 
pallages from, the pamphlet, .which he, contended to be, 
hoftile to the peaccable adminiltration of the government 
of thefe’ realms. Evidence “was then produced, to 
prove the fale’ of this-publication at the thop of the de- 
fendant. wae. 
Mr Erskine, in behalf of the defendant, addrefled 
the Court and the Jury in a fpeech of very great length. 
In forming their opinion of the guilt or inaocence of 
}the-intention, they were.not to feleét particular pafla- 
ges, which, unconneéte@ with the context, might ad- 
mit of unfavourable interpretations ; it was the bufinefs 
of the Jury take the whole of the work colle¢tively, 
and form their, determination from the general renor of 
its contents. That, in the publication before them, 
there were incautious and intemperate expreffions he 
was ready to admit; but the verdict of the Jury muft 
not re{t upon that conftruction, which might be given 
to certain paflages, when the whole collectively was 
found ‘not to ‘have an injurious tendency.—Nothin 
appeared to him in this work, exclufive of a few halty 
phrafes, which were not authorifed by that freedem of 
difeuffion which, having~been allowed ia this country, 
gave it a fupefiority over all other nations. The free- 
dom of the prefs was the bulwark of the Contftitution, 
and operated as a-check upon the encroackments of 
ariftocracy on the one hand, and the turbulence and 
innovations of democracy and anarchy on the other; 
The tenor of the wotk' would thew that the author 
wilhed to imprefs upon the’ public mind that our Mini- 
fters were fincere in the late negociation for peace, and 
circumftances undoubtedly were highly favourable to 
the fuppdfition. But if the continuanct of the war was 
confidered as a fubject of popular cqmplaint, the pofi- 
tion that our "Minilters withed to terminate it was by 
no means one which was likely to excite any difcon- 
tent againft again(t the Government. As far as this 
pamphlet, refpected the Minifters perfonally, or applied 
to their, political charaéters,, it. could not be efteemed 
libellous ; for if fuch-difcuflions were not allowed, there 
was an, €nd to every fpecies of free and impartial in- 
quiry. The chiefaim of the pamphlet feemed to be 
an endeavour to thew, that.the removal of the prefent 
Miniftess would be an: indifpenfible preliminary to: the 
union of all ranks of people againft any invafion of the 
common enemy. In this opinion, he contended, that
